Science, and perhaps of his soul. Man's 
thoughts being thus basically physical, 
they could affect his physiological 
structure and functionings. The effect 
of “mind” or “thoughts” over matter 
is explained by the fact that mind and 
matter are fundamentally one. 

The death of the Greater Being 
would mean but one thing, the libera- 
tion of all matter, including the 
“ether” and spirit, from the limiting 
case of the body (probably brain 
or brain-surface, or brain cell) of the 
Greater Being. Naturally, as no mat- 
ter is really destroyed, the inner 
matter of the Universe Being, upon

Prototype, if such there be, or most 
probably it comes nearer to or in the 
immediate presence of God, just as in 
many religions it is believed that the 
soul of man approaches nearer to, or 
comes within the presence of God.

ANY business men are uncon- 
sciously practicing genuine 
Je esoteric methods, because they 


seem to be born with them. They per- 
haps could not explain why they suc- 
ceed—they simply do—and an observ- 
ing world must find out and under- 
stand as best it can. Our purpose is 
to make a scientific rendering of this 
same practical esotericism for the use 
and good of the student who expects to 
grow, and can grow, by the one prac- 
tice of avoiding all useless diffusion. 

Americans as a rule are compara- 
tively brilliant, but if the scattering 
of the forces continues to be culti- 
vated at the old rate, this brilliancy 
will be shortlived. But its cultivation 
will not continue at the old rate. The 
mystics have already called a halt, and 
students of mysticism are rapidly 
forming the vanguard which will dem- 
onstrate the desirability and necessity 
of concentration, or of gathering 
power, instead of merely scattering 
it. 

The brain faculty of “continuity” 
is one of the weakest in the American 
head and character, and constitutes 
a glaring defect. It can and should 
be cultivated by the practice of con- 
centration in thought and act. There 
is power in calmness and repose. The 
leaders in the social, intellectual and 
business world, do not act as though 
time were about to come to an end. 

We should all try to be more re- 
poseful and concentrated in our 
thoughts and acts. We should culti- 
vate the reposeful mood. We should 
not allow the thought forces to go 
ahead from the act in hand to a pro- 
posed act of the future, unless per- 
chance, we wish to train for failure in- 
stead of for success. 

The permanent mood of success is 
more important than are outward acts 
which are lacking in calmness, delib- 
eration and repose, for the real activ- 
ity is in the thought world of vibra- 
tory forces. Every act offers an op- 
portunity for thought training and 
thought control. 

One never enters a successful busi- 
ness establishment but he feels the 
tense atmosphere of concentrated 
forces. The words spoken are finals, 
and the employee obeys without a mur- 
mur of hesitation. For, were the di- 
recting mind to go into details and ex- 
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planations of why such and such an 
order is given, how long would it be 
before his business would be shat- 
tered? 

Our daily lives are subject to these 
fixed requirements. Were we to speak 
conclusions rather than effusions, there 
would of course be fewer words spoken, 
but there would be more service per- 
formed. The reason for this is appar- 
ent. Fewer words mean more thought. 
More thought means greater conser- 
vation of the forces. 

When we give out prudently, our 
acts and words have greater effect, 
because there is a further supply back 
of them. An immoderate talker wears 
a wan face and a nervous air. His 
business ventures are short-lived and 
indifferent ones, because he diffuses 
his forces from his tongue’s end; while 
a discreet and moderate use of words, 
kindly and firmly spoken, impresses 
the hearer and invariably commands 
attention. 


Another thing that might be brought 
to the attention is that our motives, 
both in social and in business life often 
lack form and distinctness. These 
should be studied and asserted with 
firmness and justice. Habitual con- 
centration will aid us at all times. 


No half hearted plan ever succeeded 
justifiably, so fixed and unalterable are 
the requirements of well-doing, honest 
dealing, and good thinking. We should 
meditate upon this. We should go 
carefully over our plans, and see how 
many of them are conditional and how 
many are unconditional ones. When 
we are able to classify them justly, 
we will naturally draw to ourselves the 
discriminating powers of a successful 
organizer. 

The architect who is most sought 
draws every line into his building with 
an instinctive love of success. His 
ideas are new, and therefore of value. 
His powers of concentration have been 
trained and are ready the moment he 
begins to think. 

No act of legislation ever succeeded, 
or, we will say, ever stood the final 
tests of the courts, except that it was 
set forth by its author in unmistak- 
able terms. The central motive, dis- 
tinctly expressed, is the one to act 
from invariably. 

Vibratory law will not permanently 
permit any great centralization of vast 


sums of money. Its economical, dis- 
integrating equalization, constructive, 
evolutionary tendencies, will sooner or 
later inevitably scatter and carry it to 
the four corners of the earth and 
where it can do the most good. 

People borrow needless pains about 
trusts, monopolies, money accumula- 
tions and the like. These are the edu- 
cational evolutionary servants of the 
day, which must become adjusted from 
time to time, in harmony with the 
gradual upward tendency of the times.

E HAVE a famous Cult of 
Healing which bases its prac- 
tice and success on the con- 


vietion that disease is a false concept 
in the human understanding, and 
should be eliminated from our con- 
sciousness. 

While contrary to the entire tradi- 
tion of our medical and scientific train- 
ing, this viewpoint, however, is sup- 
ported by minds that not only possess 
mature judgment but have the mental 
capacity to deal successfully with the 
deepest problems of our common- 
wealth. 

Now, without questioning the value 
or non-value of this denial theory, we 
may simply inquire from a strictly 
scientific standpoint what is the real 
significance and purpose of the phe- 
nomena known as disease? 

Most people look upon a disease 
either as a punishment of God, or a 
visitation of the devil, with the latter 
considered as a definite, malefic entity, 
which in the dark ages was fought by 
spiritual incantations, and in modern 
times with material medications; while 
the relation of a physician to the dis- 
ease has from time immemorial been 
that of a soldier to his enemy—a re- 
lentless duel between the man and his 
disease in which medicine furnished 
the ammunition of war. 

II. 

In this relation Christian Science 
and Medical Science occupy the two 
extreme flanks of the same front. The 
one treats the patient and ignores the 
disease, the other treats the disease 
and ignores the patient. In either case 
the central fact is left out—the fact 
of an abnormal condition in the indi- 
vidual, which in the form of disease, 
makes it necessary for the individual 
to seek the assistance of a physician. 
As no logical mind can claim a disease 
to be a natural procedure of normal 
physiological processes, it should be 
ascertained just what brings about 
such life-threatening, and seemingly 
uncalled for conditions. For instance, 
two persons may sit at the same open 
window, and get into the same draft. 
Why does the one get pneumonia and 
the other, perhaps, an increased appe- 
tite? Had the cause been in the draft 
itself, the physiological reactions in 
the two persons would naturally have 


been similar. As it happened, we must 
conclude, that the active cause is in 
the individuals, and not in the occur- 
rence. Thus three distinct elements 
must be considered: the draft, the in- 
dividual, and the conditions that gave 
rise to that specific reaction known as 
disease. 

In other words, the problem is not 
in the disease itself, but in the condi- 
tions back of it. A disease is not like 
a bolt from a clear sky, striking at us 
without cause or reason, but as inevi- 
table and as law-governed as the thun- 
der-storm discharging itself from the 
atmospheric tension of a hot sultry 
summer day. And, furthermore, just 
as the storm in its very nature gen- 
erates forces that brings about its own 
neutralization, so a disease, in its very 
convulsions, releases the forces of 
health which have been short-circuited 
by the irregularity and recklessness of 
the individual, prior to his disease, in 
his attitude to nature and nature’s 
laws. 

Yet there is a limit to the powers of 
nature in repairing a broken down or- 
ganism. The repeated repair work will 
gradually lead to permanent functional 
disorders, when the abused physiologi- 
cal engine shall no longer be able to 
carry on its scheduled work in the 
system. 

III. 

This physiological breakdown may 
effect different parts of our organism, 
and in different ways, according to the 
nature and strain of our vital ex- 
cesses. It may lead to the congestions 
of an over-sweetened liver, an over- 
seasoned kidney, an over-smoked lung, 
or an over-stimulated heart. 

Repair, and quick repair, now be- 
comes the supreme necessity. But the 
organism is a physiological machine, 
and no machine can be repaired while 
in action. Hence the body, automati- 
cally, is put into a perfect physiologi- 
cal rest, while it is repaired by the 
metaphysical engineers or mechani- 
cians which have in charge the biologic 
repair work of our organization. 

This means that the labors of diges- 
tion, which constitute the major part 
of the daily physiological routine of 
our body, must be brought to a tempo- 
rary close. The functions of appetite 
and taste are automatically removed 


from the system, thus reserving all its 
surplus of available energies for the 
repair and restoration of the organism. 

It is this process of physiological 
repair, with which nature tries to re- 
store the injured organism to its nor- 
mal usage, that we have given the 
name of disease. Consequently, “dis- 
ease," so far from being an enemy to 
life is nature's great master effort of 
restoration, where every process re- 
veals to us the marvelous skill and 
intelligence which nature brings to 
bear upon our damaged organism. 

IV. 

When left to herself, and unham- 
pered by any uncalled-for feedings, or 
routine treatment, the success of na- 
ture is almost unfailing. She works 
with accuracy, and untiring dispatch. 
Congestions in the system are swept 
away by what is called “high blood- 
pressure"—a wonderful expediency of 
capillary flushing; while accumula- 
tions of excessive foodstuffs, stowed 
away in the cell-structures and muscle- 
bundles of our body during a long 
career of indulgence—are burnt up in 
the physiological incinerator known as 
“Temperature” or fever. Again, if the 
intestinal sewers are clogged up, they 
may require the grand house-cleaning 
service known as Typhoid Fever. If 
the congestion, however, has its field 
in the lung, the stifled air cells may 
need the respiratory shock of a lobar 
pneumonia to be cleared up; while any 
epidemic, from Scarlet Fever and 
Measles, to Smallpox and “Flu,” is a 
call for outside microbic assistance to 
exhume the vicious sediments, depos- 
ited and sealed up for years, in the 
air-tight compartments of our consti- 
tutional cells. 

Sickness is thus a mere process of 
physiological overhauling, with the 
sickbed as its temporary repair-shop 
and an undisturbed mental and physio- 
logical rest as the indispensable con- 
dition for a thorough restoration. Thus 
it is self-evident that to stop sickness 
through any form of irritation or re- 
pression — dietetic or medicinal — is 
equivalent to stopping the physiologi- 
cal work of repair, half-finished, and 
turn out the individual hampered and 
endangered by the larger or smaller 
percentage of poisonous sediment still

ESPONDING to a call to give 
R the readers of this magazine 

some light on my achievements 
resulting from my biophysical and 
metaphysical research work as applied 
to the healing art, I will now contrib- 
ute what I can in this short article, 
then later I hope to go into this most 
important and vital subject to a much 
more illuminating degree. 

After practicing medicine and sur- 
gery for ten years as taught in medi- 
cal colleges, using drugs, serums and 
surgery, I found my ideals that new 
graduates start out with, or ought to, 
shattered, and the whole system too 
utterly wanting to be worth while fol- 
lowing by one who was really sincere 
in wanting to heal the sick.

sick; while a “Physician” was one who 
healed the sick. And of course I held 
Jesus Christ in my mind as the world’s 
greatest example of a “Physician.” 

I finally launched out in the field of 
physics in search of something better, 
and met with much success by dealing 
with light, color and other forms of 
the finer forces of Nature in both the 
diagnosis and treatment of disease. 

After founding and equipping a gen- 
eral hospital in Wisconsin, where I had 
been practicing since I graduated in 
medicine, and running this as an ex- 
perimental station for this new work 
for five years, and meeting with re- 
sults that were unheard of by me, I 
went to New York City to get into a 
greater field for expansion of this 
work, which seemed to me to be too 
important not to give to the world as 
rapidly as possible, and there I con- 
ducted a large clinical and research 
laboratory where I was rewarded for 
my years of constant study and work, 
by being able to discover this new prin- 
ciple of healing, and perfecting the 
theory so that it could be convincingly 
demonstrated in the most simple man- 


ner by anyone. In fact, to that degree 
of perfection as to enable any one to 
utilize it in his own home and restore 
his health and that of his family, and 
maintain it so. 

As it is wrong to “hide one’s light 
under a bushel,’ then it becomes a 
duty, it would seem, even to the ex- 
clusion of an inventor’s modesty or ap- 
parent eagerness for publicity, to let 
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anything that really offers suffering 
humanity hopes of relief, be known as 
quickly as possible. 

I am indebted to that world re- 
nowned Scientist, Sir Oliver Lodge, for 
my initial inspiration that led to my 
discovery here given. It was my privi- 
lege to hear this great scientist's 
famous lecture given in New York 
City late in 1919 or early in 1920, en- 
titled “The Structure of the Atom." In 
this lecture he stated that “There is 
enough energy locked wp in a lump of 
coal, that, if liberated, could propel a 
locomotive from New York to Chi- 
cago.” 

That statement was like turning on 
a great light in my being, for it seemed 
to attune itself to what had been run- 
ning in my mind for some time, re- 
garding utilizing one’s own energy to 
heal himself with. I was now sure that 
all matter contained this energy, and 


that if it could be liberated and con- 
trolled, its uses would be unlimited in 
scope. I also felt sure that this energy 
must be contained in man’s body, and 
likewise that it could be used for the 
purpose of making him well and keep- 
ing him so. 

So with this new inspiration and the 
confidence it gave me, I set out vigor- 
ously to work, and, in due time found 
I was making headway. After some 
years of tireless work and study in my 
laboratories, I was able to demonstrate 
on sick people that I had made the 
discovery. Then, following much more 
time and work, I finally succeeded in 
perfecting an apparatus that served as 
a practical means of demonstrating 
this theory to medical men, and now 
finally to non-medical people; in fact 
in such a practical way that they easi- 
ly demonstrate it themselves. 

Some years ago while on a visit in 
Chicago, I heard that renowned astron- 
omer of the University of Chicago, 
Professor Michaelson, in a lecture, say, 
in effect, that after one of his lectures 
on astronomy, a lady said—‘‘Professor 
Michaelson, I can understand how it 
might be possible to measure the dis- 
tance to the stars, and even how the 
distances between them might be com- 
puted; but what I am unable to un- 
derstand is how you can determine 
their names." 

I found myself in about this predica- 
ment after discovering this new force, 
or rather, a new use for it, for the 
force itself has been known for ages. 
As though I had captured some pow- 
erful wild animal, I held a tight grasp 
of both tail and mane, had it subdued 
and well under control, but I did not 
know its name. I could get no encour- 
agement further from the study of 
chemistry or material physies, so I 
then took up the study of metaphysics 
in connection with my work in bio- 
physics. As I went on in my develop- 
ment of this line of research, I finally 
came to the conclusion that the force 
l was dealing with was Etheric; that 
I was actually using the force of man's 
Etheric Body to heal him with.

Our methods of destroying our illu- 
sions and errors should be the con- 
structive esoteric methods of gaining 
knowledge, through which we adjust 
the inner life, and then our outward 
conditions, more and more to the uni- 
versal laws and principles of our per- 
manent Being. 

The following basic principles are 
worthy of careful and unprejudiced 
consideration. First: all actual busi- 
ness results and material things are 
composed of “atoms,” the essence of 
which is vibration, as is proved by the 
microscope, and now admitted by 
science. Second: the creation of op- 
portunities and the accomplishment of 
all results in business, art, or social 
life, is, therefore, a question of con- 
trolling the vibrations and vibratory 
currents of which they are composed. 
Third: the first cause of vibration is 
Love, but Love being one with Truth, 
the omnipotent and eternal, uses 
Truth’s counterparts, man, the Think- 
er, and his thought, as its creative and 
manifesting principles, thus giving to 
man, through vibration and thought, 
all of Love's omnipotence. Fourth: 
“Thoughts are things.” Every thought 
produces or creates a form which is 
composed of vibrations, and, if suff- 
ciently intense and permanently held 
to, will densify and become objective 
in the material. 

The ability to grasp and utilize op- 
portunities and to act wisely in emer- 
gencies, depends upon the reserve 
power slowly and patiently acquired 
during a long period of previous 
thought training or character build- 
ing. 

We should silently study the esoteric 
principles of business, and also the 
esoteric methods of concentration 


through which magical powers and 
magical results are easily attained. 

To bind the faculties and forces to 
the interior law of force, is largely a 
matter of concentration or scientific 
devotion. This should be done as a 
means of awakening those esoteric 
powers or forces, which, when em- 
ployed in business pursuits, insure 
permanently successful results. We 
have not reached the highest limits in 
the use of our forces, nor can we, 
until we acquire the interior organic 
conditions which result from scientific 
worship of the interior Law of Force. 

A successful, just and righteous 
business is not beneath the dignity of 
any Soul. The Soul’s closer connec- 
tion with the outer self can be se- 
cured by the easy and natural process 
of silent thought. Thought-help to 
others should always be by thus help- 
ing others to help themselves. 

John Wesley wisely said, “Make all 
the money you rightfully can, and 
give all you can.” Receiving both of 
force and money is the necessary pre- 
liminary to giving. If we promiscu- 
ously give of sympathy, force, or 
money, to those who are unable to ap- 
propriate it, we thus cheat ourselves 
of the privilege and power to give to 
those whom we owe the duty of giving. 

When you know the primary type of 
force which the man or woman uses 
and the particular personal situation 
in which he or she is placed as to fam- 
ily, relatives, social connections, living 
conditions, income, occupation, physical 
health, finances, and so on, you can 
easily make a new adjustment between 
the subjective and objective situation 
which will start the soul off on a new 
stream of power, love and intelligence. 
Scarcely anyone is doing this great 
work today, yet there is no human la- 
bor so badly needed everywhere by all 
grades and conditions of people. Very 
few are fitted to make this intelligent 
adjustment between the ego and the 
personality. There is no group better 
suited to the task than those who know 
something of the vast resources of soul 
energy. The primary requisite is in- 
tellectual acuteness and flexibility 
which enables them to grasp the es- 
sentials of the other person's mind and 
a love that is broad enough and deep 
enough to feel not what he is, but what 
in the fullness of time he will become. 

This is the point of view of the ego 
and of the true occult contact. It seeks 
and recognizes in the personality only 
those ideas and emotions which reach 
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for the unknown idea. It segregates 
these aspects, explains them, coordi- 
nates them, and relates them intelli- 
gently to all the problems of the per- 
sonal life until that life becomes suf- 
fused with new energy, inspired with 
new hope, warmed with new love and 
exalted with a new vision. This is our 
opportunity all day and every day, 
wherever we go, whomever we meet. If 
we can read human souls, and fail to 
help them we are worse offenders than 
the doctor who wilfully lets his patient 
die on the operating table. For souls 
are dying all around us for lack of life 
and light and there are no doctors to 
help. This is our work and if we fail 
in it, all the occult books and formulas 
and mantrams and meditations in the 
world will not make up the deficit. “If 
ye love me feed my lambs.” This is 
what the Masters would tell us. It is 
workers they want, not dreamers, the- 
orists and metaphysicians. Working 
means one thing only—the expression 
of intelligent love for other souls. 

Every personality is different from 
every other and therefore we can never 
use a specific type of contact more than 
once. It is a matter of constant ad- 
justment to soul situations. We must 
know when to smash at exhausted and 
useless thought forms and emotions 
and when to create and nourish new 
ones. For every particular idea and 
emotion of the personality there is a 
general correspondence on the plane of 
the ego. Oftentime the key to a whole 
new cycle of soul growth may be found 
in some minor experience or relation 
which the other person has scarcely no- 
ticed or recognized. If we could follow 
accurately the continuity of experience 
by which any soul progresses from 
personal to group consciousness we 
should be amazed at the way in which 
the spiritual energy persists and grows 
through all the apparent complexities 
of earthly experience. It is only by 
long practice in discovering and deal- 
ing with this force that we become 
skilled.in releasing and directing spir- 
itual power. 

If we try to visualize the enormous 
advantage enjoyed by the Masters in 
this work through their higher facul- 
ties and their exact knowledge of the 
conditions and needs of other souls, we 
can glimpse something of the goal 
ahead of us. The Masters speak in- 
stantly and accurately to the most se- 
cret and unsuspected recesses of the 
heart and mind because they read the

Like January 1931, February 1931 is mot a 
fortunate month for the conception of children. 
A child born during November or the close of 
October, 1931, will have a predominance of ad- 
verse aspects in its chart. Neptune will be 
square to Mars, and to Venus also, for a consid- 
erable period of time indicating lax morals, mis- 
fortunes and poor health.

It is symbolized as a male fig- 
ure pouring water from an urn. Ac- 
cording to Greek mythology, Aquarius 
represents Ganymede, the beautiful 
Phrygian boy, who was carried off by 
the eagle of Jupiter to Mount Olympus 
where he took the place of Hebe as 
cupbearer of the gods. 

The airy signs are the mental signs 
of the zodiac. Aquarius being a fixed- 
airy sign indicates the concentrating 
or fixing of the mind. Aquarius is the 
most humane of the twelve signs, its 
most distinctive characteristic being 
love of human nature. It is a very 
progressive and occult sign ruled by 
the mystic and altruistic planet Ura- 
nus. By the precession of the equi- 
noxes the solar system is now at the 
tenth degree of Pisces and we are 
therefore approaching the Aquarian 
Age. It has already begun to have its 
influence, but the Aquarian age does 
not begin until the year 2648 when the 
reign of Aquarius will be firmly estab- 
lished. At present the world is under 
the influence of the second decanate of 
Pisces which combines the influence 
of Pisces and Cancer, Neptune and the 
Moon and accounts for the increasing 
and widespread interest that is being 
taken in occultism. Cancer and Pisces 
are psychic and receptive signs. Cancer 
stands for the vast and agitated 
stream of astral matter. Pisces is 
called the ‘Universal Solvent,’ and is 
the most psychic of the twelve signs. 

The children born this year during 
the period of the Sun’s transit through 
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the sign Aquarius (January 21st to 
February 19th) will be endowed with 
faithful, humane, friendly, studious 
and concentrative natures. They will 
be original, inventive and unconven- 
tional. Their failures will not be due 
to poor judgment, but to procrastina- 
tion or indifference as they will be 
very intuitive. Science occultism and 
philosophy will attract them. Their 
ideal will be human brotherhood. They 
will love society and companionship 
and for this reason will join various 
societies or groups of people, their 
affectionate and amorous natures gain- 
ing them many friends. As life ad- 
vances they will become good judges of 
human nature. They will frequently 
yield to the opinion or wishes of a 
loved one for the sake of harmony. 
Their sympathetic natures will cause 
them to find joy in comforting those 
who are in distress. They will have a 
sympathetic understanding of the feel- 
ings and also of the views of others 
and will impress those with whom they 
come in contact as having a wisdom 
that is intuitive rather than acquired. 
Their ability to understand the views 
of others will be to a large extent due 
to the broad and comprehensive view 
they will take of humanity and human 
thought. 

The 1930 Aquarius children will be 
decided in their opinions. They will 
always be glad to be of service to their 
friends, but when driven will become 
obstinate. In disposition they will be 
frank and candid; at times silent and 
self-contained though seldom melan- 
choly. Being left alone and without 
companionship will make these chil- 
dren sorrowful as they will by no 
means be recluses or hermits.

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Numerology is Practical

Explanation and History 

HAT IS NUMEROLOGY? So 

W few people really know. Most 

of them are able to connect 

this science with numbers, in an in- 
definite way, but never consider what 
it can do for them. How many blun- 
ders — how many heartaches — how 
many wasted years could be saved if 
you, and you, and you could just un- 
derstand something of this wonderful 
Science; and use it, as you use ordi- 
nary “readin’, writin’ and ’rithmetic.” 

The ancients knew about Numerol- 
ogy long before the Pyramids were 
built. Pythagoras reduced it to a sci- 
ence and made practical use of it in 
solving the problems of his day. One 
of the great difficulties the Egyptian 
farmers had to face was the loss of 
boundary lines each year when the 
Nile overflowed its banks. Pythagoras 
discovered by placing two large. up- 
right stones that could not be dis- 
lodged by the flood, that when the wa- 
ters had subsided, he could, by drawing 
a right angle between them, reestab- 
lish the boundaries of the farm. But 
he went further than that and evolved 
the famous theorum, which in later 
days became known as the 47th Prob- 
lem of Euclid, or the “Pons Asinorum," 
the bridge of the asses, because the 
stupid pupils of mathematies found it 
so difficult to negotiate. 

Pythagoras did not claim to have 
originated Numbers or Numerology— 
he simply made use of knowledge 
which had been familiar for centuries. 
In fact the ancients claimed that the 


Science of Numbers was revealed to 


mankind by the Gods. "Through all the 
ages since Pythagoras lived, Numerol- 
ogy has never been forgotten, although 
it has at times passed into that realm 
loosely called mysticism. There is noth- 
ing mysterious about Numerology, once 
you understand it, and know how to 
apply it. Ancient hieroglyphies are 
mysterious to those of us^who do not 
understand those alphabets. Modern 
Shorthand appears utterly incompre- 
hensible to the uninitiated. But to 
those who understand, hieroglyphics 
and shorthand are as easy to read as 
the modern newspaper is to the ordi- 
nary individual. 

Of late there has developed a great 
revival of interest in Numerology. Peo- 
ple who looked upon their names and 
their birth dates as mere unscientific 
happenings, are beginning to wonder 
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if there is not something deeper, some- 
thing really to be reckoned with, in 
these events or *accidents," as they call 
them. Pythagoras was the first to state 
that everything in the universe vi- 
brates; or to put it another way, 
everything in the universe is vibration. 
Modern science has proved this theory 
to be true and thus demonstrated the 
reliability of  Numerology. Modern 
Science even goes so far as to say that 
everything in the universe is basically 
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the same—but vibrating at a different 
rate of speed. Iron, a rose, light, heat, 
sound are merely vibrations of a basic 
something vibrating at a different rate 
of speed. 

Not so many years ago it was 
thought that each element was made 
up of molecules, which in turn were 
composed of indivisible units called 
atoms. But science has now broken up 
this theoretical atom into electrons, 
and is still investigating the divisibil- 
ity of matter. These theories affect us 
only in one way—to show us that we 
live in a universe of vibrations ex- 
pressed through the medium of Num- 
bers. Everything can be expressed by 
mathematical formulae, which is ex- 
actly what Pythagoras said more than 
two thousand: years ago. Science sym- 
bolizes water as H:O; the parents of a 
new baby symbolize him to themselves 
and the world by giving him a name, 
such as John Smith. Just as the drop 
of water is different from every other 
chemical combination, so is the baby, 
John Smith, different from every other 
baby—even though he be one of twins. 
And, furthermore, just as the combina- 


tion of Numbers is infinite, so are the 
numbers symbolic of a person's name 
infinite. 

Every day science is bringing some 
new information to help explain the 
mystery of Life; and Numbers are the 
symbols used to express these truths. 
So that, although during past cen- 
turies Numerology may have been ac- 
cepted more on faith than on facts, 
today this science takes its place in the 
limelight of modern investigation; 
standing on a firm accepted founda- 
tion, which cannot be disputed in the 
light of recent discoveries. 

According to Professor Max Muller 
our present numerical system was in- 
vented by the Arabs and introduced 
into Europe by Pythagoras, and that 
the Arabs, in their turn, had obtained 
this knowledge from India. However, 
the Hindo sages declared that it was 
revealed to them by the Gods, and that 
the world was created out of chaos by 
sound, harmony, vibration, the spoken 
word. Reread these familiar words: 

“In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God... and without the 
Word was not anything made that 
hath been made." Why have religious 
teachers tried so hard to put a sym- 
bolic meaning into this passage, when, 
taken literally, it is all so simple? 
Turn to Genesis: “In the beginning 
God created the heavens and the earth 

. and God said Let there be light; 
and there was light . . . and God 
called the light Day and the Darkness 
He called night." Expressed Numer- 
ologieally, Day—3, Night=4.3 plus 
4—T7, the number of completeness and 
perfection. As Genesis has it, “and 
the evening and the morning were the 
first day" — this step was complete, 
perfect. 

You all know the story of creation; 
how God “said” various things and 
those things came into existence; and 
how after six days of labor “He rested 
the seventh" and because his labors 
were complete and perfected the num- 
ber 7 has been a hallowed number, ex- 
pressing perfection. 

It has been said that “Number is 
the measuring rod of the universe." 
Every word or sound we utter is a 
vibration launched into space. Every 
thought we think is merely a vibration 
of the brain. The sound “A” has one 
frequency; *B" another. The musical

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Sound, there resided several 
families who had implicit faith in the 
ability of our “dead” to communicate 
with us from the life beyond the grave.

To be in tune with the laws of life 
is to live harmoniously and success- 
fully. That is why we should learn to 
interpret ourselves through Numerol- 
ogy, and either adjust ourselves to the 
circumstances in which we find our- 
selves, or to seek out new environ- 
ments or new conditions, or change our 
name to harmonize with our birthpath 
(if it should not do so). One of the 
most important things in the world is 
a true knowledge of ourselves and the 
humans that are all around us. No 
two human beings are alike. No two 
atomic elements are alike. Atoms vary 
in what is called chemical affinity; so 
do humans vary in their characteris- 
ties and in their reactions to each other 
and the circumstances in which they 
find themselves. Watters, in The 
Pythagorean Way of Life, states the 
great philosopher believed that: The 
blend of the opposites produced a mean 
or harmony, which he thought could 
be numerically determined just as that 
of the high and low notes of the oc- 
tave had been. This theory of the 
blend he not only applied to music, but 
to medicine, to conduct, to everything 
in life. In fact to him science, relig- 
ion, philosophy were one, the quest of 
the truth concerning man, nature and 
God. It is then, in modern phraseol- 
ogy “up to each one of us” to discover 
why we are here; what we have come 
to accomplish; how we can perform 
our. life work with the greatest har- 
mony, improving and helping, not only 
ourselves but everyone with whom we 
come in contact, instead of blindly bat- 
tling with forces and conditions we do 
not understand—and possibly failing 
in our fight. 

Why can you eat Welsh rarebit, lob- 
sters, and drink coffee at night, while 
I have to keep to a simple diet of milk 


and mashed potatoes? Biochemically 
this can be explained. Why do you 
enjoy bookkeeping but cannot draw a 
horse or a cow? While I can paint 
beautiful pictures but cannot add a 
simple column of figures correctly! 
Numerology explains this. It tells you 
why you would make a good book- 
keeper, but would fail as an artist; 
why you should or should not work in 
partnership; what friends to choose; 
what sort of a person to marry. 

Numerology gives you a picture of 
yourself so that you can understand 
your likes and dislikes; so that you can 
pick loyal and congenial friends; so 
that you can choose the right occupa- 
tion; live in the right place; marry the 
right mate, overcome your difficulties 
and live in harmony with the universe.

I hope that the preceding paragraphs 
have helped you understand why your 
name has a very definite vibration; 
and one absolutely unlike that of any 
other person in the world. You may 
know several Johns—John Smith, John 
Black, John Evans—but they are not 
alike. Their surnames and their birth- 
dates make them absolutely individual. 
You may ask what about the Jones 
with their eight children. In this case 
the surname is the same, but every 
child has an individual first or given 
name; and every child was born at a 
different date, and therefore different 
from every other child. 


Nothing in the whole realm of sci- 
ence shows more definitely than Nu- 
merology that each of us has his own 
place in the universe and a special 
work to do. You cannot substitute a 2 
for a 3 in an equation; neither can 
John do Henry's work, nor Henry do 
John's. You have a niche to fill—an 
obligation to meet—a life to live and 
no one but you can do it. Numerology 
helps you do this satisfactorily and 
happily. It gives you serious help; not 
the light diversion of an hour of so- 
called “fortune telling.” 

Numbers are symbols used in a se- 
quence which does not vary; so is the 
alphabet. All language is audible vi- 
bration; colors are visible vibration; 
bodily pain is a series of vibrations 
neither seen or heard, but felt. Every 
sound has its vibration and letters are 
sounds. As vibrations can be counted, 
therefore every letter has its numeri- 
cal symbol. For the sake of making 
these numbers (or symbols) practical 
and usable, philosophers have, during 


the ages, called A, 1; B, 2; C, 3, etc. 
But I hear you ask why should A be 
1? Simply that for untold years both 
letters and numbers have kept their 
same sequence; and any arbitrary 
change in this sequence would be as 
unthinkable as to try to change the 
chemical composition of water or wash- 
ing soda. These letters have been used 
to make our words; these words have 
been used to express our thoughts and 
describe our world and everything in 
it. Always, billions, trillions, countless 
repetitions have given a value, a se- 
quential value to each letter, binding 
it to its sequential numerical value. 
Therefore the numbers and the letters 
of the alphabet have become associated 
as shown in the following key—the 
key which will unlock your name and 
give you what might well be called an 
X-ray of yourself; or of your sweet- 
heart; or of some friend; or even of 
some business venture which you may 
desire to undertake. This is called the 
Pythagorean Key, and is the most sim- 
ple, although there are other ways of 
arriving at the same results.

CHALLENGE TO CAPITALISM 

Prof. Charteris, of Sydney Univer- 
sity, gave a lecture recently on Russia, 
before the Royal Empire Society, which 
must have given some of its demure 
members the nightmare. Fancy telling 
a respectable crowd that under Rus- 
sia’s five years’ rationalisation scheme 
a body of experts were spending £80,- 
000,000 (involving the employment of 
600 American agricultural experts), 
had 65 agreements with large Ameri- 
can firms, and others with German and 
British, contracts also entered into for 
the erection of electrical power plants 
of enormous capacity; and all with a 
view of “showing the world that social- 
istic industrialism could command 
greater properity than the capitalistic 
system.” It was also contended that 
the Soviet system of national economy 
eliminated commercial panics, created 
employment, and increased wages. In 
two years State industry had doubled, 
and privately conducted industry had 
decreased by one-fifth. The industrial 
production was 180 per cent more than 
before the war. The area sown in 
grain and other crops this year was 
179,000,000 acres. After satisfying the 
home market, it was expected there 
would be anything up to 4,000,000 tons 
of wheat for export. These are the 
facts which Prof. Charteris gave the 
Royal Empire Society for consumption. 
Old Galileo was right: “The world does 
move." — The Federal Independent, 
Editor, Mary Rivett, M.A.

Lopukine, Chevalier A Russian writer, 
author of Characteristcs of the Inte- 
rior Church of the year 1801. This 
resembles the literature of the Grail. 

Lords of Destiny These are the four 
Recording Angels, and they have in- 
numerable agents who watch unseen 
to see that no free-will will frustrate 
the working out of any portion of 
fate that has been selected for a life- 
time. Justice must prevail. To their 
choosing we are foreordained to do 
and to suffer certain things. This 
does not interfere with epigenesis, 
for there flows into the ego original 
causes at all times. They form the 
vital body and "impress the pano- 
rama of cosmic life thereon and 
place it in the womb of the mother. 
They impress the reflecting ether of 
the vital body; the vital body itself 
is built by elemental spirits of the 
heaven world in such a manner as to 
form a particular type of brain.” 

Lords of the Dark Face The black 
magicians of the Atlantean period 
were so called. They perished with 
Atlantis. 

Lords of Flame or Children of the 
Fire Mist Theosophically these 
were sent from the planet of Venus 
to aid man in his evolutionary proc- 
ess. A few are said to still be with 
us, although the most of them have 
returned. 

Lords of Flame Lords of Flame were 
so called on account of the light they 
emitted. They are the same as 
“Thrones.” See Damiel, ch. 7, v. 9. 
They belong to one of the twelve 
Creative Hierarchies. They created 
and aided in giving the germ of life 
spirit and human spirit. The Sera- 
phims are the highest. Lords of 
Individuality radiated to us our de- 
sire-body. Lords of Venus taught 
man judgment and will. Lords of 
Mercury are now teaching us self 
mastery. Lords of Mind were ex- 
pert mind builders and were human 
in the Saturn period. The Rosicru- 
cians inform us that the Father was 
the highest initiate of the Lords of 
Mind. They also claim that the 
Archangels Lords were human dur- 
ing the sun period. The Angels 
Lords were human during the moon 
period. Lords Virgin Spirits are 
now human of this present earth 
period. Each of the Lords of Crea- 
tive Hierarchies is associated and 
represented by one of the zodiacal 
signs. 

Lords of Form They are a Creative 
Hierarchy and they now have charge 
of physical evolution. As form is 
now the great factor and this dense 
world is decidedly a form world this 
is their special time. They are said 
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to have aided the angels of the moon 
period in constructing our vital bod- 
ies, and were active in the polarian 
period on our dense bodies. L— of 
F—are one of the twelve great cre- 
ative hierarchies, and have charge 
of the human spirit. Scorpio is the 
zodiacal sign under which they apply. 

Lord of the Shining Face After the 
creation of the earth’s body as rec- 
orded in the Stanzas of Dzyan, the 
earth as a great spirit, addressed God 
the Father imploring him for sons 
to people the globe. The story, 
although in more detail, harmonizes 
with that given in Genesis and is un- 
doubtedly that of an initiate of high 
order. 

Lost Chord of Christianity It was the 
doctrine of Rebirth as taught by 
Christ and his early followers of the 
first three centuries.

Lucifer. Light bearer. "When he falls, 
he falls like Lucifer."—Shakespeare. 
The old magicians said he presided 
over the East and was to be evoked 
on Mondays, and in the litanies of 
the Sabbath was to be the first. 

Lucifer Spirits They were demigods, 
and were stragglers from the evolu- 
tion of the angels from the moon 
period. They lacked a physical brain 
and in order to express themselves 
and obtain knowledge they used 
man’s brain during the Lemurian 
epoch and caused man’s dream like 
consciousness to take notice of the 
world outside of himself. They en- 
lightened man as to his power of 
generation and changed his bisexual 
nature, which is symbolically ex- 
pressed in the story of Eve and the 
forbidden fruit. They turned man’s 
attention from the desire world to 
the physical world which he must con- 
quer. These Lucifer spirits, sometimes 
called Serpents, entered the brain 
by way of the spinal cord and first 
appearing to the inner consciousness 
of the woman as she saw them 
shaped as in the brain and spina: 
cord, serpent like. The L.S. were 
the stragglers of the moon period. 
Heindel says “These Lucifer spirits, 
or light givers enlightened nascent 
humanity regarding their powers of 
generating a body at any time. But 
these bodies were not perfect then— 
they are not perfect today and of 
course generation without reference 
to the planetary conditions has pro- 
duced even inferior bodies to what 
would have been otherwise gener- 
ated, in addition to the painful par- 
turition prophesied by the angel.” 
They gained knowledge by making 
man acquainted with the desire- 
world in combination with the dense. 
We are thus indebted to them for 
our mental ability. By a close study 
of Faust and the book of Job, much 
can be learned of these spirits. 

Lugh In an Irish romance he was 
comparable to the Greek Apollo and 
was the son of Kian, and was reared 
by the king of fairyland. 

Lully, Raymond 1235-1315. A Spanish 
initiate and alchemist. Author. He 
was a Christian cabalist and intro- 
duced into Western Europe chemical 
symbols which he learned from an 
Arabian adept. 

Lutin, The In Normandy they were 
trickey spirits who caused all the 
petty annoyances to the farmer and 
those of self indulgence. 

Lunar Body A term used in the Hin- 
doo mystic book to designate the de- 
sire-body or astral form. The adept 
must be able to slay it at will. 'The 
dense body on the one side of the 
Ego and the desire-body on the 
other side will do their best to cru- 
cify the Ego.

law of riches. If most of our time is 
spent in business we should realize the 
importance of having a righteous and 
useful business, and of conducting it 
in accordance with the highest prin- 
ciples of righteousness. 

The purpose of this metamorphosis 
is happiness, service, use, value, and 
the final manifestation of the great 
aggregate of underlying Truth. Money 
is a symbol of the value of wealth.

HOW THE INTERIOR POWERS 

MAY BE USED FOR THE ATTAIN- 

MENT OF MENTAL AND SPIRIT- 
UAL QUALITIES 


Mental and spiritual qualities must 
be developed in man before he can 
ever hope to attain that peace which 
passeth human understanding, and 
which comes from the deep, unclouded 
depths of the human Soul. Accom- 
plishment is made possible almost 
wholly by virtue of factors which are 
within ourselves. These are the forces 
which flow through the mentality. 
They in turn are dependent upon the 
thought faculties of that mentality for 
expression; hence, the importance of 
those thoughts and moods which are 
the moods of success. 

The human mind is constructed upon 
certain definite principles which may 
be definitely known. There is a science 
of life—a science of living. Each 
faculty of the mind is improvable by 
the simple method of giving it its 
natural food. That food is thought- 
force. All force originates in the 
Higher Self. As true concentration 
enables us to come into close touch 
with the Higher Self, and to awaken 
its mighty forces, it is a method by 
which we can feed and unify every 
faculty of the mind, so that they will 
all unite in the accomplishment of 
some wisely chosen purpose. 

The formation of a wise purpose im- 
plies a thoroughly accurate knowledge 
of every factor which bears. upon the 
object sought. Then, it becomes a mat- 
ter of judging of the relative im- 
portance of these various factors. 
Sometimes we wish to go in two or 
more directions at once, but this is 
impossible; therefore, we must not only 
select our purposes carefully, but we 
must also sacrifice, if necessary, the 
minor factors as a means of making 
them auxiliary to the more important 
ones. The surgeon in the name of 
benevolence sometimes sacrifices a limb 
as a means of saving a life. We 
should use the surgery of determina- 
tion and of our other executive facul- 
ties as a means of cutting off parasites 
of minor purposes which claim so much 


of our attention and vitality, and thus 
defeat the greater purposes which our 
highest perceptions would deem wisest 
and best. 

We should each live for the 
ETERNAL. This does not imply that 
we should entirely disregard the things 
which are earthly and transitory. On 
the other hand, we should search for 
and find in each event and circum- 
stance of our lives its true and mys- 
tical meaning, or that within it which 
is permanent and not transitory. 

If we wish to develop our esoteric 
and mystical powers of mind, we must 
rule out anger, hatred and malice 
from our thought activities. Little can 
be accomplished until we attain that 
much thought control. If we become 
angry, is it not because we fear that 
someone will deprive us of some satis- 
faction? Then are we not moral cow- 
ards to a certain degree? 

Lies and cunning breed disease and 
inharmony in body, mind and circum- 
stances. They act in accordance with 
certain immutable laws. Their prin- 
ciples are absolutely self-evident. It 
is imposible to cheat omniscience and 
omnipotence, and yet that must be 
done before dishonesty can become a 
match for unswerving honesty, or be 
made to pay even financially. 

Anger, hatred, and malice are pow- 
ers of destruction which exercise their 
greatest effectiveness within the 
thought organism, or mentality, which 
thus perverts its executive faculties. 
These perversions of our faculties are 
unworthy of our God-hood. They are 
inconsistent with a sound philosophy 
of life. We can and must overcome 
them. 

The Power to Think is the Soul Prin- 
ciple of individualism, which being in- 
dissolubly attached to its underlying 
law, must survive the grave, and 
finally fulfill. its destiny of manifes- 
tation. Its underlying and everlasting 
law of force is dependent upon this 
method of manifestation, and being 
unchangeably perfect, cannot permit 
the manifesting purposes of individual- 
ism to miscarry, even to a single case. 
The law is absolute! Nothing can 
permanently resist the creative po- 
tencies with which the Law has en- 
dowed each and every Soul-life thought 
organism. 

The inherent Soul potencies may in 
some require an eternity in which to 
fully evolutionize, but as the inherent 
power is there, and also the tendency, 
the finality of perfection and complete 
manifestation is therefore inevitable.

or certain constituents of some cells, 
the generative cells, for example, may 
be as old as Adam would be today were 
he alive. The comparative youth of 
the earth in its present form accounts 
for our failure to go back historically 
beyond five or six thousand years. The 
various fossils unearthed in recent 
years do represent animals that lived 
at one time, but not in the life-span 
of the earth in its present form. There 
is a possibility that they were the 
physical creations of the greater 
imagination or intelligence of the 
Great Prototype in his infancy, hob- 
goblins as it were, but relatively to 
ourselves these creatures were as con- 
crete as we are. There is also the al- 
ternate possibility that the creatures 
existed as normal inhabitants of their 
world long before the earth came into 
being in its present form, that is, prior 
to the Creation as recorded in the 
Bible, but in another phase of the ex- 
istence of the earth-substance. The 
relationship between this ether or 
earlier phase and the present phase is 
comparable to the relationship between 
parent and child, or ancestor and de- 
scendant. In other words, those great 
creatures were products of an earlier 
earth “generation,” or an earlier cre- 
ation. 

The earth 


is a living object. It 


breathes, secretes, excretes and per- 
forms other animal functions. It 
breathes, hence there are apparent va- 
riations in the size and circumference 
of the earth which appears to contract 
and expand at regular short intervals. 
The earth secretes many fluids, like 
oils, and perhaps water. The earth 
excretes by way of volcanoes, hot 
springs and its own general surface. 
The Gulf Stream is probably an ex- 
cretory current from the interior of 
the earth, or it is connected with or 
affected by the excretory system of the 
earth, or it may be part of the earth’s 
circulatory system. The earth breathes 
probably through its surface and by 
way of its poles. The terrific winds 
and the Aurora, in the vicinity of both 
poles, have some connection with the 
earth’s breathing. 

Physically, man appears to be para- 
sitic to the earth, but it is quite likely 
that ultimately his funetion will be 
found to be beneficial, provided he does 
not continue to tap the interior of the 
earth, the so-called resources, for non- 
vital and foolish purposes. 

Gravitation is the effect of the phys- 
iological functionings of the earth or 
of the Universe Prototype. Electricity 
is also a functional effect, like gravi- 
tation. 

“The days of our years are three- 


score years and ten” or slightly more. 
The span of life of the Greater Being 
is probably also threescore years and 
ten or slightly more, but the years are 
Great or Prototype years. A thousand 
of our years in the sight of the Lord 
being but as yesterday when it is past 
and (as) a watch in the night (mean- 
ing, if literally translated from the 
Hebrew, “plus a watch in the night"?) 
seventy years of the Lord would be 
equivalent to 25,550,000 of man’s years 
or somewhat less. The Great Proto- 
type not being God, his span of life 
would, no doubt, be less than that. It 
may be that the Lord as referred to 
in the verse was intended to be identi- 
cal with the Greater Being, that is, the 
Lord may have been regarded as a 
personal God. In that event the Great 
Prototype’s span of life might well be 
that long. This accounts for the great 
age attributed to some of the fossils 
unearthed by man. 

This period of 25,550,000 years, or 
slightly less, which is a comparatively 
short one, and which, in a sense is a 
maximum age, together with the gen- 
eral notions in this Universe-Life 
analysis, must lead to the conclusion 
that the universe is considerably 
smaller than we have been led to be- 
lieve by investigations up to the pres- 
ent time.

remaining in his system. 

Though it may seem paradoxical, it 
nevertheless is a scientific fact, that 
diseases are friends, not enemies, to 
man, and indispensable to his existence 
as long as in his ignorance or selfish- 
ness he continues to violate the laws 
and principles of his own nature. Noth- 
ing is more unscientific than to regard 
disease as the common enemy to life, 
that may strike an individual like a 
bullet from the gun of a sniper.

Every organized thing, every center of 
life, from the Sequoia of the Redwoods 


to the ephemerals of our flower gar- 
dens, from the worm to the superman, 
all are unfolding, beginning and end- 
ing, in response to the cyclic call of 
their individual natures. 

Left to herself, Nature never kills, 
only releases.

This Etheric Body is what is 
truly animated, and it is through this 
that we act upon and arrange material 
particles.” Nothing new, of course, for 
students of the Occult, but isn’t it 
encouraging to know that material 
scientists—(although Sir Oliver should 
no longer be limited by that classifica- 
tion)—are at last beginning to emerge 
from the limited scope of the concrete 
mind, and to realize and admit that 
there is something beyond? 

According to a recent issue of The 
Literary Digest, Sir Arthur Stanley 
Eddington, foremost living  Astro- 
Physicist, and Professor of Astronomy 
at Cambridge University, said before 
the World Power Conference at Ber- 
lin—“There is enough energy in a drop 
of water to furnish a 200 horsepower 
for a year.” 

And so, we read quite commonly now 
that this force is being "discovered," 
and being put to use in different ways 
and in different branches of science. It 
seemed to fall to my lot to be the one 
to apply it,—to put this great force to 
work in the field of medicine for the 
purpose of healing, and, since it has 
proved in the past seven or more years 
by medical men and laymen, to super- 
sede all former methods known to 
medicine, for healing, and so far that 
comparing the old with this force 
would be like comparing the light of a 
candle to that of the sun, I naturally 
feel that I have been blessed with the 
privilege of giving a Truth to the 
world that I hope will justify the time 
and space I have occupied on it in this 
cycle of life. 

I hope it may be my privilege to 
elucidate further on this subject at an- 
other time.
